— bis Memorials of Jreland; gives this holy Father 
this Deſcription : George Browne was a Man of a chear- 


ful Countenance, in his Acts and Deeds plain downright, 


to the Poor merciful and compailtonate, pitying the State 
and Condition of the Souls of the People, adviling them, 
when he was Provincial of the Auguſtine Order in England, 
to make their Applications ſolely to Chri/? ; which Ad- 


vice coming to the Ears of Henry the Eighth, he became 
a Favourite, and upon the Deceaſe of 7.5 Allen, late 


Archbiſhop of Dublin, became his Succeſſor: Within five 
Years after he had enjoyed that See, he /much about the 
Time that King Henry the Erghth began to demol:ſh the 
Priories, Abbies, and Monaſteries, formerly built by the 


| Romiſh Clergy within theſe his Majeſty's Dominions of 
| Sneland and Ireland) cauſed all ſuperſtitious Relicks and 


Images to be removed out of the two Cathedrals in Dub- 
tin, and out of the reſt of the Churches within his Dio- 


ceſe; he cauſed the Ten Commandments, the Lord's 


Prayer, and the Creed, to be placed, being gilded and in 
Frames, about the Altar in the Cathedral of Ch1ift-Church 
12 Dublin. He was the firſt that turned from the Romy 
Religion of the Clergy here in Ireland, to embrace the 
Refo:mation of the Church of England; for which Fact 
he was by Queen Mary laid aſide, and his Temporality 
taken from him ; yet he patiently endured AMiction: for 


the Truth to the End. . 
Upon the Reformation of King Henry the Eighth in 
England, and at his Renouncing the Papa] Power or Su- 


premacy of Ræme, the Lord-Thomas Cromwell, then Lord 
Privy-Scal, wrote unto George Browne, then Archbiſhop 
of Dublin, lignifying from his Highneſs (then terming the

© /acra, belongs to none but to the Biſhop of Rome, and 


that it was the Biſhop of Rome's Predeceſſors gave it to 
the King's Anceſtors. * There be two Meſſengers by 
the Prieſts of Armagh, and by that Archbiſhop, now 
lately fent to the Biſhop of Rome. Your Lordſhip may 
inform his Highneſs, that it is convenient to call a 
Parliament in this Nation, to paſs the Supremacy by 
Act; for they do not much matter his Highneſſes 
Commiſſion wiiich your Lordſhip ſent us over. This

The Year following a Parliament was called in h eland, 


the Lord Leonard Grey being then King Henry's Viceroy 
of that Nation, in wiich George Browne, then being not 
many Months above a Year in his Archiepiſcopal Chair 
in Dublin, ſtood up and made this ſhort Speech tollowing: 


My Lord's and Gentlemen of this his R s Realm in 
Ireland, 

Ehold, your Obedience to ycur King is the Ob- 

ſerving of your God and Saviour Chriſt ; for Be, 


that High prieſt of our Sou's, paid Tiibute to Cæſar, 


though no Chriſtian; greater [{onour, then, ſu ely, 1s 
due to your Prince's Highneſs the King, and a Chriſlian 
one : Rome, and her Biſhops, in the Fathers Days, ac- 
knowledged Emperors, Kings, and Princes to be ſu— 
preme over their Dominions, nay, Chriſt's own Vicars ; 


and it is as much to the Biſhop of Rome's Shame to deny 


what their precedent Biſtops own'd ; therefore his High- 
neſs claims but what he can juſtify the Biſhop Eleutherius 
gave to St, Lucius, the firſt Chriſtian King of the Britons : 

So that, I ſhall, without ſcrupling, vote his Highneſs 
King Henry my Supreme over Eccleſiaſtick Matters as 
well as Temporal, and Head thereof, even of both Iſles, 
England and Heland, and that without Guilt of Conſci- 
ence, or Sin to God; and he, who will not paſs this Act 
as I do, is no true Subject to his Highneſs. | 


This Speech of George Browne ſtartled the other Bi mops 


and Lords ſo, that, at laſt, through great Difficulty, it 


paſſed; upon Which 8 peech Juſlice Brabazon ſeconded 
him, as appears by his Letters to the Lord Thomas Cromacell, 


then Lord Privy Seal of England; which Original is in that 


famous Library of Sir Robert Cotton, out of which Sir 7 ames 


Tere, that learned Antiquary, tranſcribed the ſame.

Upon further Examination and Searches made, this 
Thady O Brian was pilloried, and confined a Priſoner un- 
til his Highneſs's further Order for his Tryal ; but, News 
coming over that he muſt be hang'd, he made himſelf a- 
way in the Caſtle of Dublin, on the Eve of the Feaſt of 
St. James; yet his dead Corps was carried to the Gal- 
lows-Green and hanged up, and aſter there buried: But 
it was ſaid, by the Regiſter of St. Francis's Monaſtery of 
Dublin, that they brought him from thence and buried 
him in that Monaſtery. „ | 
George Browne having enjoyed the See of Dublin ſeven 
Years or thereabouts, King Henry VIII. upon the Diſſo- 
lation of the Abbies, Priories, and Monaſteries here in 
Treland, changed the Priory of the Bleed Trinity of Dublin 
into a Deanery and Chapter, ſince which Mutation it 


| hath generally bore the Name of Chri/-Church. 


Upon this Alteration, as it appears upon Record, this 
Cathedral conſiſted of a Dean — Chapter, a Chanter, a 
Treaſurer, ſix Vicars Chorals, and two Singing Boys, 


allowing to them two forty five Pounds ſix Shillings 


Engliſh, durante Benelacito; which Sum his Daughter 
Queen Mary confirmed for ever, having confirmed the 
Deanery, yet with Alterations, as ſhe was a Romanif. 
This Cathedral continued after this ſaid Form, though 
not in Popery, even until King Fames's Days, who then 
altered all what King Henry and his Daughter had done; 
and, upon this ſecond Alteration, he conſtituted a Dean, 
a Chanter, a Chancellor, a Treaſurer, three Prebends,

Then George Dowdall, the Primate of Ardmagh, roſe 
up, and ſeveral of the Suffragan Biſhops under his Juri- 

diction, ſaving only Edward Staples then Biſhop of Meath, 
who tarried with the reſt of the Clergy then aſſem bled, 


on the Calends of March, according to the old Stile, 15513 
but, if we reckon as from the Aununciation of our Lady, 
which was the Twenty-fifth of March, it was 1550. 

Sir Anthony then took up the Order, and held it forth 
to George Browne, Archbiſhop of Dublin, who, ſtanding 


up, received it, ſaying : This Order, good Brerhren, 
is from our gracious King, and from the reſt of our 


Brethren, the Fathers and Clergy of England, who have

Honourable: Sir, 

HERE are ſome Paſſages, which we omitted in 

our Letters to the Committee, becauſe we judge it 
expedient to expreſs them in Cypher ; the Rebels grow 
higher in their Demands, ſince the King's Affairs have 
been in a declining Condition; which, with their abu- 
ſing the King's and Authority, in taking 
our Garriſons in Connaught, and turning the Engl; out 


of ſome of them, hath ſo incenſed the Marquiſs of Ormond, - 
that he deſires but Power and Opportunity to break off 


all Treaty, and fall upon them; and, in order thereunto, 


we have had an Overture, by one that came from him 


to us, for the Britiſb and Scott; Forces to join with bim 
againft the Rebels, upon theſe Conditions: 
Firft, That the Treaty between England and Scotland, 
ſhould be obſerved.

The News from Sligo. 


N the Lord's «day, October the Seventeenth, 1645. 
the Rebels (before the Ufer Forces from the 
Laggan were come to Sligo) ſurrounded the Town, with 
about two - thouſand Foot, and three- hundred Horſe. 
The Garriſon, ſeeing little Hopes of the Lgermen's Ad- 
vance, not knowing they were then at Bundrous, con- 
ceived it abſolutely neceſſary to hazard the F ighting with 
the Rebels with their own Strength, and Sir Villiam 
Cole's Troop, rather than to loſe themſelves, an the Out- 
. -  Garriſons, which were, in a Manner, all blocked up, by + 
the Rebels lying between them and Sligo. Captain--

Richard Coot, and Captain Cole, commanded the Horſe, 
being near Two-hundred ; and, after ſome Skirmiſhing 
with the Rebels Horſe, fell pel-mell into their ſeveral 

Diviſions of Foot, routed them, and purſued them; and 
Lieutenant - Colonel Sanderſon, fallying out of the Town 
with his Foot, and Sir Francis Hamilton coming, in the 
Nick of Time, with his Troop, they had all Execution 

upon the Rebels for five Miles; and, at the End thereof, 
left ſlain, the Popiſh Arch-biſhop of TJTuam, the Rebels 

Preſident of Connaught, for a memorable Mark. They 
took One-hundred and Fifty Horſe, with their Arms, 
their Tents, and all other Eaggage and Ammunition, 
and had much Spoil ; ſeveral Colours of Horſe and Foot, 
and many Officers of Note, to the Number of about 
Twenty-eight, Priſoners z about Two-hundred killed; 
and our Loſs but of one Man, and fix hurt. Many more 
of the Rebels might have been killed, but that our Foot 
left the Chace, and fell to Plunder. 

Their whole Army being (thus defeated, one-thouſand 
Foot, and three Troops of Horſe, that were coming to 
join with them, upon the News thereof, returned. Ard 
our Men, with the Laggan Army joined with them, have 

| fince entered the Barrony of Tereragb, and taken thirteen 
Caſtles there, well provided of Corn, which was our 
chief Want, and like to be the Loſs of that whole Pro- 
vince, if God, in this miraculous Manner, had not ſup- 

plied it. The Oxen, which drew the Enemy's Wag- 
gons, drew our Ordnance, for the taking in of the ſaid 
Caſtles. And now our Men have good Quarters for 
this Winter, about the ſaid Caſtles, which keep the 
Country under Contribution. ME — 
The Archbiſhop of Tuam was a principal Agent in 

theſe Wars, and one of the ſupreme Councils of K:/kenry. 

He attended their Army at ths Time to viſit his Dio- 

| ceſs, and to put in Execution an Order for the Arrears 

of his Biſhoprick, granted to him from the Council at' 
| Kilkenny ; which Order, together with the Pope's Bull, 
and ſeveral other Letters of Correſpondence, between 
him and his Agents from Rome, Paris, and ſeveral Parts 
Kingdom, were found about him: The Particulars of 
which Letters, in order to the Ii Affairs, are as fol- 
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* That the. Pope would not, at the firſt, engage him- 
{elf, in the Sending of a Nuno for . till the 14% 
Agents had fully ſatisfied him, that the Efabliſhmens 
of the Catholick Religion was a Thing feaſible, an 
attainable in this Kingdom ; whereupon, he was con-

1talians ot his Retinue, Secretary Belinges, and divers re- 
gular and ſecular Prieſts, O9ber the Twenty-ſecond. 

The 44 are much encouraged with theſe Supplies which 
He hath brought ; the Lift whereof, found about the 
Archbiſhop, is: 

Imprimis, Two-thouſand Maſquets, hou thouſand Ban- 
deliers, two-thouſand Swords, five hundred Petronels, 
and twenty-thouſand Pounds of Powder (all which arriv- 
ed in another Barque by itſelf at Brook haven, October 
the Tenth) together with five or fix Deſks, or ſmall 
Trunks of Spanth Gold, the Sum uncertain. 

Theſe Letters likewiſe inform us, thatthe King's Hopes 


are from the Jr; Nation; and, if they deſert him, he

Miles of Sligo ; but a little Snow falling, altered their De- 
termination, and ſo took their Courſe to Ba/le/pannor, 
without Appointment, God, in his high Providence, for 
the Advancement of his own Glory, and our Good, di- 
recting them thither ; where, as ſoon as they got their 
Horſes ſhod, they were ſtill haſtening towards Se, whi- 
ther ſundry of their Foot Companies aforeſaid, on Horſe-

my, to the Number of four or five hundred Men, f Owwer 
Nac Arte's Army, under the Conduct of ſeveral Faptains, 
led by Roury Mac Guire in Chief; who, upon Wedneſday 
Morning, November the Twenty-ſixth, being provided 
with two of our own Boats, by the Treachery of one

That Party of our Horſemen ſpeedily returning to 
Ball:fhannon, whence, with the Cornet, the reſt of the 
ſaid Troops, ſome of the Foot Soldiers on Horſeback, 
and Captain % Folliot, accompanied with as many 
Horſemen as he could make, haſtened towards the North- 


end of that Iſland, which is diſtant, from the South-end 


thereof, three Eaglig Miles. But, the Enemy having 
driven the Prey of Cows, Horſes, and Mares, forth at 
the South end, our Horſemen, with Captain Folliot, fol- 
lowed by Termon Caſtle ; whence they marched through 

very inacceſhible Woods and Bogs, in the Night, to the 
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Caſh (diſtant fixteen Miles from Balleſbaunon) being the 
firſt Place that they could guide themſelves by the Track 
of the Enemy and Prey, which they ftill purſued, with 
Chearfulneſs, to Louaberſtoꝛun; where, overtaking them 
about One o'Clock in the Morning of November the 
Twenty ſeventh, 1645, their Trumpet ſounding a Charge, 
they followed it Home fo reſolutely, that, after a fierce 
(on flection, in a ſhort Time, they routed the Enemy, and 
kad the Execation of tliem for a Mile and a Half ; flew 
many of them in the Place, took ſome Priſoners, reſcued 
moſt Part of their Prey, recovered their own Soldiers, that 
were then the Enemy's Priſoners, with fome of the Rebels 
Knapfacks to Boot: Which ſudden and unexpected Fright 
did ſo amaze Owen Mac Arte, and his Army, conſiſting of 
about two thouſand Foot, and two hundred Horſe (as Pri- 
ſoners do inform) who, after they had made their Bravado 
on the Top of an Hill, within a Mile of Ianiſelllin, in the 
Evening of November the Twenty- ſixth, to keep the Town 
from ifluing forth, to reſiſt or ſtay the Prey, incamped 
that Night at Ba/lenamallaght, within four Miles of this 
Town; that they all, in a moſt fearful and confuſed Man- 
ner, ran away to the Mountains, ſo vehemenily ſcared and 
anriguted, that their Van thought their own Rear were my 
Troops, and their Rear likewiſe imagined, thoſe that eſ- 
caped the Fight, by Flight from Lowtherflown, to have 
been alſo my Party that purſued them; whereby their 
. Mantles, Clokes, and all that could be an Impediment to

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an unjuſt Sentence, or be miſſed by Reſpett of Perſons ; 
he being all Goodneſs, and a molt jaſt Judge, will infal- 
libly decree an eternal Reward for all good Works, and 
condign Puniſhment for the ſmalleſt Tranſgreſſion againſt 
his Commandments. Which being a moſt certain and 
undoubted Truth, it would be a wicked Act, and con- 
trary to my perpetual Welfare, that I ſhould now, by 
Declaring any Thing contrary to Truth, commit a de- 
teſtable Sin, for which, within a very ſhort Time, I 
mult receive Sentence of everlaſting Damnation ; after 
which, there is no Reprieve, or Hope of Pardon. I 
will therefore confeſs the Truth, without any Equivoca- 
tion, and make uſe of the Words according to their ac-

As for Carlingford, I was never 
in it but once, and ſtayed not in it aboye Half an 
Hour: Neither did I conſider the Fort or Haven; net- 
ther had [ it in my Thoughts or Imagination to fix upon 
it, or upon any other Fort or Haven for landing of French 
or Spaniards; and whilſt I was at Carlingford (by mere 
Chance, paſſing that Way) Friar Duffy was not in my 
Company, as he moſt falſly ſwore. _ „ 

To the Sixth, I ſay, that I was never at any Meeting 
or Council, where there was mention made of Allotting 
or Collecting of Monies, for a Plot or Confpiracy ; and 
it well known that the Catholick Clergy of Ireland, who 
have neither Lands nor Revenues: and hardly are able to 


keep decent Cloaths, upon their Backs, and Life and Soul 


together, can raiſe no conſiderable Sum; nay cannot ſpare 


as much as would maintain half a Regiment. 
Too the Seventh, I anſwer, that I never was at any

Plotters or Conſpirators in Treland but ſuch as were noto- 


Tiqus and proclaimed, commonly called Tories, whom I 


did endeayour to ſuppreſs. And as I hope for Salvation, 
I always have been, and am intirely innocent of che Trea- 


ſons laid to my Charge, and of any others whatſoever. 


And though I be not guilty of the Crimes, of which 1 
am accuſed, yet I believe none ever came to this Place, 
who is in ſuch a Condit inn as I am; for if I ſhould even 
acknowledge, which in Conſcience I cannot do, becauſe 
I ſhould bely myſelf, the chief Crimes laid to my Charge, 


no Wiſeman that knows Ireland would believe me. If 
I ſhould confeſs that I was able to raiſe ſeventy thouſand 
Mien, in the Deſtricts of which I had Care, to wit, in 


er; nay, even in all Jrelard, and to have levied and 


exacted Monies from the Roman Clergy for their Main- 
tenance, and to have prepared Carlingford, for the French's . 

landing, all would but laugh at me; it being well known, 
that all the Revenues of Ireland, both Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, poſſeſſed by his Majeſty's Subjects, are ſcarce able 
to raiſe and maintain an Army of ſeventy thouſand Men. 

If I will deny all thoſe Crimes, as I did, and do, yet

and, that you may be the more induced to give me Cre- 


dit, I aſſore you, That a great Peer ſent me Notice, 
That he would fave my Life, if 1 would accule 7 
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But T anſwered, That I never knew of any Conſpirators 
in /reland ; but ſuch, as I ſaid before, as were publickly*. 
known Outlaws: and that, to ſave my Life, I would _ 
not falſly accuſe any, nor prejudice my own Soul. 2% 
prodeſt hamini, &c, To take away any Man's Life, or 
Goods wrongfully, ill becometh any Chriſtian, eſpecially | 
a Man of my Calling, being a Clergyman of the Catho- 5 
lick Church, and alſo an unworthy Prelate, which I da 
openly conſefs. Neither will I deny to have exerciſed, in 
Treland, the Functions of a Catholick Prelate, as long as 
„there was any Connivance or Tolleration; and by 
Preaching, Teaching, and Statutes, to have endeavoured” 
to bring the Clergy, of which I had a Care, to a due 
Comportment, according to their Calling ; and, though 
thereby I did but my Duty, yet ſome, who would not 
amend, had a Prejudice for me, and eſpecially my Ac- 
cuſers, to whom 1 did endeavour to do Good; I mean 
the Clergymen; as for the four Laymen, who appeared 
againſt me, wiz. Florence Mac Moyer, the two Neals, and 
Hanlon, I was never acquainted with them; but you ſeg 
| how I am requited, and how by falſe Oaths they brought 
me to this untimely Death; which wicked Act, being 4 
a Defe& of Perſons, ought not to reflect upon the Order 
of St. Francis, or upon the Roman Catholick Clergy. Tt 
being well known, that there was a Judas among the 
twelve Apoſtles, and a wicked Man called Nicholas 
 mnmongſt the ſeven Deacons : And even, as one of the 
| ſaid Deacons, to wit, holy Stephen, did pray for thoſe 
who ſtoned him to Death; ſo do I, for thoſe who, with 
Perjuries ſpill my innocent Blood, ſaying, as St. Stephen 
did, © Lord lay not this Sin to them, I do heartily forgive 
them, and alſo the Judges, who by denying me ſufficient 
Time, to bring my Records and Witneſſes from Treland, 
did expoſe my Life to evident Danger.

I do finally forgive all who did 
concur, directly or indirectly, to take away my Life, and 
Taſk forgiveneſs of all thoſe whom I ever offended by 
Thought, Word or Dee.

I beſeech the All-powerful, That his divine 'Majeſty  _ 
grant our King, Queen, the rand Dyke of York, and 2 8-22 7230 
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the Royal Family, Health, long Life, and all Proſperity 
in this World. and in the next, everlaſting Felicity. 

Now, that I have ſhewed ſuthcienily, as I think, how 
innocent I am of any Plot or Conſpiracy : I would I were 
able, with the like Truth, to clear myſelf of high Crimes 
committed againſt the Divine Majeſty's Commandments, 
_ often tranſgreſſed by me, for which I am ſorry with all 
my Heart, and if I ſhould, or could live a thouſand Years, 

I have a firm Reſolution, and a ſtrong Purpoſe, by your 
Grace, O my God, never to offend you; and I beſeech 
your Divine Majeſty, by tie Merits of Chriſt, and by 
the Interceſſion of his bleſſed Mother. and all the holy An- 
gels and Saints, to forgive me my Sins, and to grant my 
Soul eternal Reſt. Miſerere mei Deus, &c. Parce anime, &c.
